HERRINGTON vs. HERRINGTON—Be- 
fore the Divisional Court Toronto, Fal- 
conbridge, O, J., Britton, J., and Magee, 
J., on Thursday, Sept. 26th, 1907. 
W. ©. Mikel for Plaintiff, Manlev 
Herrington appealed from Judgment 
of Olute J. dated 30th May, 1907. - The 
action was brought by a son against 
the legal representative of the mother 
‘for the recovery of land or in the 
alternative for the value of services 
rendered, Plaintiff alleged that his 
mother promised him the farm after 
her death if he would stay and work 
upon it and help pay olf certain debts. 
He agreed and worked upon it for 
thirteen years, ‘The mother died sud- 
denly without leaying a will and with- 
out having conyeyed the land. ‘The 
rial Judge dismissed the action ex- 
ceptas toa certain threshing engine 
which was declared to belong to the 
Plaintiff.

Iesson I. Joshua, Israel's New Leader, 
Golden Text: Josh. 1, 5. 


THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


Based on the text of the Revised Ver- 
sion. 

Purpose and Content of Joshua,—The 
Leok of Joshua forms the natural sequel 
tc the Pentaleuch, Without the account 
which it contains of the conquest and 
selliement of Canaan the narrative of the 
beginning of Hebrew national history 
would be incomplete, “The arrangement 
of the Old Testament books in the He- 
brew text places the book of Joshua at 
the beginning of a group of books de- 
signated “The Earlier Prophets,” and 
comprising Joshua, Judges, the books 
of Samuel, and those of Kings. ‘These 
bcoks contain the history of the Israel- 
ites (1) during the period of conquest and 
immediatoly afterward; (2) during the 
independent kingdom; (3) during the 
period of foreign invasions, The book of 
Jeshua really forms the conneciing link 
hetween the narrative of the Pentateugh 
and that of the books in this group of 
“earlier prophets.” It was placed by the 
Jews with the latter rather than with 
{he preceding books of “the law,” proba- 
bly because with very few exceptions 
fo, g. 20, 3-6, it contains no laws, and 
yerhaps also because it was not associ- 
ated with the namo of the great law- 
giver, Moses, as were the five books of 
ihe Pentateuch. Modern, scholars have, 
however, recognized the close relation- 
ship which the book bears to those 
which precede, and have suggested the 
regrouping of books which makes 
the last of the group of six

a good one. Roblin is the Jast station 
in Manitoba, being about 275 miles N. 
Ww. of Winnipeg. Ihe service on the 
.Ry., has been improyed, the 
; becoming firmer in the bed and 
cars being mostly new are of the 
best kind and the trains run on 
reasonably good time. The route is 
through a prairie country with some 
light scrub at intervals, but very little 
hilly country, some rolling, howev 

The distsict of Dauphin, Grandview 

and Gilbert Plains is very beautiful as 

the eye can reach over a rolling coun- 
try for miles now green and yellow 
with grain. 

Some oats hav been cut and 
occasionally some \ reat, but in few 
places. Canora district is especially 

‘ fine, the land seeming to be cultivated 
close to the Railway and this gives 
one a favorable impression who is 
yiewing it from the Railway, Thad a 
slight misfortune after leaving W in- 
nipeg as the O.N.R. Conductor dis- 
covered that my Winnipeg to Edmon- 
ton coupon on my ticket was missing. 
the careless C.P. R. Conductor east of 
Winnipeg baving toro it off and ve- 
tained it with the other. It was not 
pleasant to have an 827 mile link re- 
moved, when one has paid for it, but 
after some telegraphing and bother 
the conductor of the O. N. who was 
very courteous got auother duplicate 
ticket issued for me to Edmonton. 

I stopped at Humboldt to look over 
some land some six miles south and 
scattered in which I am interested. 
The country here is slightly rolling 
with some light scrub of poplar and 
willow, but land the very best. Just 
enough scrub some places to furnish 
fuel and fence posting, and some 
protection for stock. Itis very diffi- 
cult to locate section corner posts ina 
scrubby country especially on a dark 
day. We did not have a ray of sun all 
day and frequently got 2 or 3 miles off 
our course. We drove about 50 miles 
and the speed and endurance of the 
little light prairie teams is wonderful 
to me, driving over all kinds of grass 
and scrub, and not the hard roads we 
have. The prairietrail however, where 
one can be used isa fineroad when dry. 

The crops are heavy in Humboldt 
district and grain yet in dough because 
of late spring weather, yet cold and 
damp, and everyone wishing for hot, 
bright sun for a week, which will in 
the absence of frost give heavy crops. 
Wheat will run at least 80 bushels to 
anacre and oats 50 in that district if 
crop comes off well, 

umboldt has grown considerably 
since I was there last year. ‘l'wo good 
hotels, two chartered Banks, two 
elevatorsaboutten general stores, three 
churches, drug store, barber shops and 
everything up-to-date, Streets are 
being graded now. It isa divisional 
point on the ©. N. Railway.

REACHING UP TO DAWSON, 


Diagonally across the northwest, cul- 
ling the greal new land on the bias, will 
go a line now under project, whose am- 
bilious purpose fo connect Dawson 
and Winnipeg. Survey parties have 
been quietly at work and a goodly por- 
tion of the total 1,700 miles is said to be 
already routed. Such a line, traversing 
the northern prairies, the Peace River 
district and Yukon mining country 
would hold a unique place among the 
railroads of the continent, and would in- 
velve at its northern end, some tremen- 
dous engineering problems, ‘The inter- 
ests behind this project have been kept 
somewhat secrét, but it is believed that 
they are American and sssociated with 
the Northern Pacific. 

Another road to the Yukon has filed 
ils plans with the Canadian Railway 
Commission, involving a straight north 
route along the coast from Vancouver 
ta Dawson. The surveys through Bri- 
lish Columbia territory show immense 
cullings and tunnels, with heavy bridg- 
ing. It is allogether likely that when this 
road js built it will be by or for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, in whose interests 
is thought to be a bill introduced this 
year at Washington authorizing the con- 
struction of a road’ from Skagway, in 
Alaska, fo a point at or near to Prince 
Rupert, thé Grand Trunk Pacific termi- 
nus. 

For a year past survey work has been 
under way on two roads from the South- 
weslern coast of Alaska to the copper 
district of the interior. One was being 
fiiianced by London capitalists, repre- 
senting the same interests as those be- 
hind the While Fass and Yukon Rail- 
way, and the other ‘by the Guggen- 
heims and J. P. Morgan. The two routes 
were such as would closely parallél each 
other, and, while entailing immense 
coublo expense, would open up practi- 
cally the same eountry. The promoters 
have therefore consolidated, under 
Guggenheim control, and one road is 
now being built, instead of\twor It will 
prdbably run from Catella, a seaport 
with good terminal facilities, into the 
heart of the While River copper coun- 
try and possibly into the Canadian Yu- 
kon. About 400 miles of the road will 
be built. this year, and the same man 
whd buill the White Pass and Yukon 
read is engineering it, 

One more railway enterprise comes 
from the lop corner of the continent, and 
it exceeds them all in spectacular big- 
ness and daring. It goes by the name of 
the ‘Trans-Atlantic-Siberia Railway, a 
phrasing that at once explains its route 
and indicates the immensity of its un- 
derviaking. In the first week of the pre- 
sent year a survey party, -with dog 
teams drawing their supplies, left Daw- 
son for While River, and a fortnight 
later began the initial work of mapping; 
out a railway roule, The general route 
te be followed is along the While River 
and down the Tanana Valley, picking 
up the incidental traffic of the existing 
mining camps and heading toward Be 
hring Strait. The plan of the men he- 
hind this project is to establish a route 
from Alaska {to Siberia, across the 
strait, and to build an extension con- 
necting with the great Russian system, 
(f the project ever gets so far thle Ameri- 
can, Canadian and Russian govern 
ments will be called ppon to lend a 
hand. It is a bold scheme, bul whether 
the Siberian end of it is ever carried oul 
or not it is practically certain that some 
pertion of the Alaskan section will be 
built shorlly, opening up a mining re 
gion of unknown riches and another 
greal section to selller and trader,

147 vernacular lan- 
guages of extraordinary variety. Cana- 
cians can fairly claim to be one of the 
most progressive nations of the world— 
the civilization and manner of thought 
af the great mass of the people <f 
India probably does not differ greatly 
{rom that of the ‘lime of the invasion 
of India by Alexander the Great. 
India has no constilulion and no Par- 
liament. The supreme authority, both 
executive and legislallve, is yested in 
the Governor-General in Council. The 
Council is composed of six members, 
appointed bythe British Crown, and is 


nor-General having, power to overrule 
th: Council, He. is, however, respon- 
sible to the Secretary of State for In- 
dia, who is a member of the British 
Mabinelt, which is responsible to the 
House of Commons, which is controlled 
by the people, who, in their turn, are 
controlled, according to one of Capt. 
Marryal’s heroes, by the printers and 
their devils, 

The councils that the Government of 
India now propose to establish, both 
Imperial and local,. are only advisory 
councils—the former apparently to ad- 
wise the Viceroy or Governor-General, 
and the latter to adyise the Governors 
of the Presidencies of { Madras and 
Bembay, and the LieutGovernors of 
Bengal, the Punjaub, Burma, ete. The 
electors will be all income taxpayers— 
those having an income of rupees, one 
ibousand (about $330) per annum — {a 
comfortable income for the native of 
India, with his simple wants—rice and 
calton clothes) and university gradu- 
ales of more than five years’ standing. 
Probably when given effect to, not more 
{han one per cent. of the populotion 
will be found to be eligible as voters.

HATCHED AT CRYSTAL PALACE, 


African Ostrich Ever Born 
England Has Appeared, 


The first African ostrich ever born in 
England took his first walk on a recent 
afternoon. The curtain across the 
warmer half of his foster-house at the 
Crystal Palace, London, was seen to 
bulge, and backing through it gradually 
appeared the forlorn but famous chick. 
He struggled valiantly across the floor | 
and back again, when he. subsided in 
4 corner overcome wiih the effort. In 
appearance he resembles a young mal- 
lard more nearly than any other animal, 
but already the patchy brown feathers 
begin to take distincter hues.

remaining in the incubator may break 
tirough. The beak and one leg of 
I, Etoile—so named in compliment to Mr.

Prince Albert at the end of this line 
isa fine little city of some 5000, situat- 
ed ov the south bank of the Saskat- 
chewan, One side of main street is 
open on the river and makes a pleas- 
ant sight, The viver is some quarter 
mile wide here and from five to ten 
feet deep. Large flat bottom stern 
~ wheel boats run all the way to Edmon- 
2 ton, und many booms of logs are seen 
towing upand down, ‘This place is 
solid, not the depression seen in the 
praivie towns trom a fall in values, as 
the lumber industry is behind this 
city.

Liberal Grants to Schools. 


OF 


ON RECOMMENDATION IN- 
SPECTOR MACKINTOSH. 

The Education Department has on 
the recommendation of the Public 
School Inspector of North Hastings, 
made grants amounting in all to 
$1990 to the poorer schools of the 
inspectorate. This very liberal grant 
is intended to supplement the sui of 
$1110 voted by the County Council for 
the same purpose. Orders for these 
grants will be issued by the Inspector 
early in December. At the same time 
orders will be issued for the Goyern- 
ment and County Grant for equip- 
ment and accommodation. 

As the Legislative Grant, paid to 
all rural schools in Septetaber, was 
larger than ever, trustees should 
feel at liberty to deal with their

BUSY LIFE OF STOLYPIN 


SLEEPS ONLY FIVE HOURS. 


Ife Works Continuously But Makes No 
Headway Except With the 
Czar. 


Russians are beginning {to realize that 
their Prime Minister, M. Stolypin, is 
qualified to rank with the Kaiser and 
President Roosevelt as a marvel of phys- 
ical energy, writes a St. Petersburg 
ecrrespondent, 

Who questions that he carries a 
heavier load than either of them? It is 
nelable that all three are of about the 
same age. 

Peter Arcadwitch Stolypin is 47 and 
has a sound constitution in a strong 
frame. The following details of his 
duily life in the official residence at Ela- 
guine Palace at the mouth of the Neva 
show what a man can go through un- 
assisted. He rises at 8 o'clock in the 
morning and after a glass,of coffee be- 
gins to receive the chiefs of the depart- 
ments and provincial governors. This 
lasts until 1 o'clock, when he takes his 
luncheon, a meal which never occupies 
more than 


A QUARTER OF AN HOUR. 


He devotes the enlire afternoon to re- 
ceiving members of the Council of the 
Empire, going over reporls from the 
Minister of the Interior until 7 o'clock, 
when he dines, allowing himself only 
forly minules. Then he takes his daily 
constitutional walk of half an hour in 
the privale grounds of the Elaguine Pal- 
ace, but before 9 at night he is at his 
writing desk in his private cabinet ex- 
amining reports and revising docu- 
ments, 

Ho never employs a secretary, and 
drows all resolutions and memorandas 
in his own writing. His penmanship is 
very swift and rather illegible. He re- 
mains at his desk until 3 or 4 o'clock in 
the morning.

PRISON WARDERS THREVE. 


Supply Luxuries to Prisoners and are 
Bribed by Relatives. 


Sixteen persons nave just been tried 
ut Cologne, Germany, charged with 
bribing and corrupting a number of 
warders and other officials of the cily 
jail. 

: The evidence revealed an extraordin- 
ary state of affairs. As soon os a well- 
dvessed prisoner appesred in jail re 
was beset with attendants from the 
warders, all eager for his patronage. 

Their object was to act as middlemen 
reiween. him and his relalives. They 
would convey letters, money, food, etc., 
and for these services they received 
their reward from the relatives of the 
prisoners. 

They placed food and letters in their 
bcols or under the mattresses, but it 
was in money matters that they devel- 
sued those practices Which finally got 
them into trouble. The money 
to them for the prisoners found ils way 
not to those for whom it wis intended, 
bu! into the warders’ pockets, — 

One poor girl, whose lover was in 
jail, they swindled out of her last mark. 
They were in the habit of having jolti- 
fications with the prisoners, calling them 
by the familiar “Thou.” One warder 
was so friendly with the prisoner that ta 
used to occupy his cell at night and 
send the prisoner out to mount guard 
dressed in his (the warder’s) uniform. 

‘The court came to the conclusion that, 
although ‘the warders were bribed, ‘ne 
pnsoners ought not to be considered 
euilty, and acquitted them. The ward-

Yet it is cer- 
tain that such a time must haye been— 
fa~ back in the dim ages, when man 
roamed the wilds and dwell in holes and 
cuves of the earth, scarcely more ad- 
vanced in his domestic arrangements 
han the beasts of the fleld, writes Perey 
Gollins in the Scientific American, In 
what manner the value of fire as a ser 
vant first dawned upon the mind of man 
must ever remain mysterious, but at all 
times there must haye been fires and 
great conflagrations kindled by natural 
means and entirely without the aid of 
man. ‘Thus, the effect of the lightning

EARTH IS HOLLOW. 


Rhode Island Professor Says It Is Also 
Inhabited Inside. 


Dr. Orville Livingston Leach, scien- 
{ist and investigator, of Auburn, Rhode 
Island, says the earth is hollow. To get 
fo this place, which is a lund of great 
beauty, you have but to sail to one or 
the other of the pales, and quile without 
knowing it, your ship may go into an 
opening as if into a gaslight globe and 
come upon a convex land. Once there 
it may be that you'll never come back. 
The professor doesn't say much about 
that, 

Arctic explorers who have never re- 
turned from the land of ice, mayhap, are 
now sailing around in the sea that lines 
fhe inner side of the earth. They may 
haye found a port and dropped anchor 
and gone ashore. 

“The possibilities of a land inside the 
exrth was first brought to my attention 
when I picked up a geode on the shores 
of the great lakes. ‘The geode is a spher- 
ical and apparently solid stone, but 
when broken is found to be hollow and 
conled with crystals. The earth is only 
a larger form of a geode and the law 
that created the geode in its hollow 
form, undoubtedly fashioned the earth 
in the same way, 

“Dr. Kane, the Arctic explorer, found 
evidence of animal life that could not be 
accounted for. These, I am convinced, 
came from the unexplored country 
reached only from the poles, whence 
come the Northern lights.” 

As a matter of fact, this inner world 
theory as exploited by Prof. Leach is 
an old one. It came into particular 
prominence early in the present century, 
when & man named Sims, or Simms, a 
resident of Cincinnatti, publicly adyo- 
cuted it so persistently that it came to be 
known and ridiculed as “Sims Hole,”

“al flelds might be exhausted jn an- 
other century, but the statement was 
qualified in such a way it was evident 
there would be coal enough for many 
tong years to come, 

To cor t these misleading impres- 
sions, Director Smith of the survey has 
given out an authoritative statement 
prepared by M. R. Campbell, who has 
charge of the division of economic geo- 
legy and fuels, and E. W. Parker, coal 
mining expert and statistician. 

The facts are that the estimate of the 
bifuminous coal flelds prepared by Mr. 
Campbell shows the total quantity cf 
ceca) stored in the ground at about 2,- 
250,000,000,000 short tons. From this 
there has been extracted, according to 
Mr Parker's statement, about 4,625,- 
600,000 short tons, Assuming for every 
fen of coal mined there is half a ton 
lost, this represents an. exhaustion «f 
nearly 7,000,000,000 tons, or only about 
re of 1 per cent. of the total sup- 
bly. 


ENOUGH TO LAST 200 YEARS, 


We produced and consumed in 1896, 
In round numbers, 343,000,000 short 
tons, which represented about 500,000,- 
000 tons of exhaustion, since less coal 
is lost per ton mined than formerly. At 
this rate, if no increase be allowed ‘or 
the bituminous coal supply would-last 
about 4,000 years. However, taking in- 
fo account the probable rate, first, of 
increase-and Jater, decrease -in produc- 
ticn, experts of the geologicol bureau 
ae of opinion the bulk of cheaply min- 
ed bituminous coal will be exhausted 
within 200 more years. But when the 
period of decrease in production sets 
in, they say, the need for the fuel will 
doubtless be supplied in a considerable 
degree by the utilization of other forces 
of nature, thus extending the life of 
the bituminous coal flelds still farther. 

So far as anthracite coal is concern- 
ed, predictions of exhaustion have been 
hused almost entirely on the estimates 
by the Pennsylvania geological survey, 
showing that there were originally in 
the ground about 19,500,000,000 long 
fons of coal. For every ton of coal 
mined one and one-half tons was lost. 
This means only 7,800,000,000 tons, if 
the original supply were recoverable. 


ANTHRACITE FOR 70 YEARS. 


Up to the close of 1906 production 
amounted approximately to 1,650,000,- 
060 tons, which weuld leaye 6,150,000,- 
600, At the rate of almost 65,000,000 
fons a year this supply would last about 
ninety pears, 

Later estimates made by William 
Griffith, of Seranton, Pa., placed the 
quantity of minable anthracite in the 
giound at the close of 1905 at 5,073, 
786,750 long tons. Since then a trifle 
over 600,000,000 tons haye been min- 
cu. leaving about 4,470,000,000 tons 
available. Under this estimate, at the 
rale of 65,000,000 fons a year, the sup- 
ply would last only sevenfy years. 
Against both these estimates must be 
set the fact that production will not 
be maintained at the present rate until 
the coal is gone. 

The production of anthracile, experts 
say, has about reached its maximum. 
When it does begin to decrease the rate 
probably will be slow. Moreover, with 
improved mining methods and the in- 
creased price of coal, beds are now be- 
ing worked which were not included 
in the available reseryes when the esti- 
mates were prepared, 


LESS COAL WASTED NOW. 


In addition to this, miners now ve- 
cover about 60 per cent., instead of 40 
per cent., of coal actually broken out. 
This saving alone, it is explained, 
would extend the life of the region one- 
half. Furthermore, the utilized propor- 
tien of small sizes of anthracite for 
sloaming purposes, which has increased 
ropidly within the last few years, has 
rt only reduced the waste in mining, 
bul is making possible the recovery of 
usable fuel from the great culm banks 
that stood as monuments to the waste- 
ful methods of former years.

“To what degree these factors will 
extend the life of the anthracite fieid 
is not possible fo say, but the condi-

Kentucky Waffles — These waflles, 
vouched for as perfect in a book of fam- 
cus old recipes, contributed by des- 
cendants of famous southern cooks, are 
made as follows: Beat three eggs, 
whites and yolks separately. Add to 
the yolks two pints of sifted flour, and 
one pint of sour cream, slir well, then 
make the batler very thin with sweet 
milk Add three tablespoonfuls of mel- 
tea lard, a teaspoonful of soda dissolv- 
o! in a little cold milk, then lastly the 
whiles of the eggs. Bake quickly in hot 
irons, 

Polato puff is delicious with creamed 
chicken, To one pint of hot mashed po- 
tatoes add-one tablespoonful of salt, 
ene tablespoonful of pepper, half that 
quantity of celery salt, and hot milk 
enough to moisten well. When partly 
cool, add the yolks of two eggs, beaten 
well, and then, put in the whites beaten 
stiff. Bake ten minutes in a hol oven, 
and it comes out- in a golden brown 
meringue. That is an especially good 
way {to serve old potatoes that have 
to be cul up a good deal in paring 
them, 

Eggs for Winler Use.—The best me- 
thod of keeping eggs is to dip each egg 
in melted paraffin.’ When it hardens 
cn the surface’ examine carefully and 
peur a litle extra paraffin on the spols 
imperfectly covered, Pack two or three 
Juyers deep, smal] end down, in a wood- 
en box: put in a cool, dry place, and 
they will keep a long time, Another 
excellent way is to press them small 
end down in a bed of common salt. 
When one layer is placed fill, all 
around carefully with the salt and place 
a second Jayer Of eggs and continue un- 
tii the bow is full. Press the salt Igiht 
ly but firmly to exclude the air and they 
will keep for months.

EXERCISE IN PRESCRIPTION. 


Doctors More Careful Nowadays About 
the Physical Training of Patients. 


Physicians are beginning to wrile an 
entirely new kind of prescription which 
cannot be filled at the ordinary drug 
stere, and as a result an entirely new 
kind of pharmacy has come into exis- 
tence. It is a place where the doctor's 
prescription for a mixture of this and 
that form of physical exercise in just 
the proper proportion may be filled. 

For the modern prescriplion for ex+ 
ercise is entirely different from the old 
advice, “You need exercise, take it,” 
which was given {o the patient. To-day 
in advising exercise the medical man is 
getting to be as definite as he is in pre- 
scribing drugs. , 

In, many cases the physicians have 
themselves studied physical training, 
and when they get through with an ex- 
amination tiey preseribe specific © 
and combinations

Often one set of exercises will help 
the patient while another might be 
hurtful for him.

Nadir Shah was os- 
sussinaled by rebellious soldiers. Then 
followed years of battle and murder. 
At last a Persian ruler, driven from his 
throne, escaped inlo the Punjab with 
the precious prize, He kept it there only 
leng enough for an Indian potentate to 
learn of its whereabouts, In 1839 Ran- 
jit Singh, then possessor of the gem, 
was taken ill and died, On his death- 
bed he implored those about him to take 
the Koh-i-noor lo the shrine of Puree 
and offer it to the idol of Jugernaut. 
But the queen regent refused and kept 
the gem. Then came the subjugation 
of the Sikhs by the Brilish, and the 
Koh-i-enoor was surrendered to the Brit 
ish crown, 

Somewhat linked with the history of 
the Koh-i-noor is the history of the Or- 
leff, a great Russian crown diamond. 
This gem was shining 88 an idol's eye 
in an Indian temple until a French sol- 
dier, gaining the confidence of the 
priests on the plea that he was a cone 
vert to Brahmanism, gouged the optic 
from ils socket and escaped.

At No. 2 mine, at Child’s mine, two 
and x half miles northeast, and at sev- 
eral intermediate points, development 
work has been done, more with a view 
to proying the properties than for 
shipment purposes, although seyeral 
soipments have been made, 

Near No. 4 mine a substantial power 
plant has been erected. Here also a 
shaft house and head trame haye heen 
built, in which is installed a large gy- 
ratory crusher, capable of crushing 
1,000 tons of ore per shift. Both No, 4 
and No.8 mines are worked as open 
pits; but at No. 4 pita shaft is being 
sunk to the dip. The ore from the No. 
4 pit trams is dumped into a two ton 
skip. The ore from No. 3is dumped 
into bins, and thence into the skip. 
The skip is hoisted on a trackway at 
an incline of about 60 degrees, and is 
dumped directly into the capacious 
crusber. At present only one skipi 
in service, but a double is laid and as 
coon as the shaft has been sunk to a 
suitable depth two skips will be run, 
The shaft will greatly increase the 
present output of the mines, which is 
about 300 tons per day. 

Work is continued night and day at 
Bessemer, Light is supplied during

Large quantities of low grade ore 
are encountered at No, 4 mine aud 
north to Child’s mine.

The pluck and clean fighting quali- 
ties of one man have been the chief 
factors in the exploitation and deve- 
lopment of what is undoubtedly done 
of the most promising magnetite de- 
posits in Canada. 

Near L’Amable Station on the Cen- 
tral Ontario Railway, the spur line of 
the Mineral Range Iron Mining Com- 
pany’s provides means of transporta- 
tion for the ore from the Besserner 
mines. To Mr. H. C. Farnum, who is 
the discoverer of the deposits, the or- 
ganizer of the company and the gen- 
eral managee of the mines and rail- 
way, belongs the credit of beginning 
the enterprise and of steering it 
through many shoals, 

The mines are situated about fiye 
miles northeast of L’Amable Station. 
The company controls 700 acres of de- 
veloped mineral claims from which 
ore has been shipped and sold, and 
8,000 acres of undeveloped claims. 

The ore bodies lie mainly in diorite, 
although at No. 2 mine there is an in- 
trusion of granite. The ore itself isa 
high grade granular magnetite. con- 
taining phosphorus well below the 
bessemer limit, very little sulphur and 
not a trace of titan.um.

hove abandoned the work. On the other 


tand not a few have succeeded satis- 
factorily and made it a profitable busi- 
ness. What is the secret of their suc- 
cess? It is a question others should 
observe and study, in order that they 
may share in the good prices going. 
Probably, part of the difficully in car- 
rying pigs through the winler in a 
growing ond improving condition 
due fo having the litlers come too late 
tn the fall. September and October are 
the favorite months, to have them come, 
as then they may be kept running out 
on the ground and the grass a good

DUE TO LACK OF EXERCISE, 


and possibly from feeding too much 
s'oppy food, which, in cold weather, 
may well account for a slow circula- 
lien of the biood and consequent in- 
action of the organs of the system which 
perform the functions of digestion and 
assimilation. If there is a reason te 
believe that the ailments which so of- 
fen check the growth and health of 
pigs in winter are due to the system 
cf feeding above indicated, why not try 
the system of feeding by which thie 
grain is fed dry, either whole or ground, 
and the drink given in a separate 
trough, to be laken when required. We 
have seen pigs thrive admirably in win- 
fer in very ordinary quarters, fed in 
this way. Most of the hogs raised in 
the corn-growing States are fed whole 
corn, on the ear or shelled and seatter- 
€d on the ground or on plank platforms; 
and no where are so many so success- 
fully raised and fitted for market, the 
principal difficulty there being that the 
hogs, being kept in such large numbers 
tunch together too closely, and are il- 
able to become over-heated from contact 
of their bodies, and to catch cold when 
separated. It is, we believe, sound doc- 
{rine that food eaten slowly, and thor- 
oughly masticated ond mixed with the 
saliva of the glands of the mouth, is 
Lest filled for being readily digested, 
the exertion required to pick up thinly 
scattered grains of meal in a flat-bot- 
lomed trough tends to keep up the blood 
circulation, and the process of masti- 
cation is much more complete than in 
swallowing sloppy food. In the early 
years of farming in this country, il 
was the common practice to keep pork- 
evs till they were fifteen to eighteen 
months old before fattening; they were 
carried over the first winter almost in- 
variably by scattering whole peas»on 
the frozen ground, or on plank floors, 
or in troughs, and

end were fattened at least to greal 
weights on whole peas, with water to 
Grink, yet rheumatism and winter erip- 
pling was practically an unknown ail+ 
ment. Pigs seldom go wrong in sum- 
mer where they are wlowed to run on 
the ground, with access to grit and 
giass, and if we cannot have summer 
conditions in winter, the best we can 
de, it would appear, is to get os near 
ns we can to it by adopting methods 
of treatment, which aid nature to do 
its work, despite the handicaps of frost 
ond snow. ‘To this end, it is surely 
worth while to experiment, by supply- 
ing the needs of the animal system, 
hy providing bone-and-muscle-forming 
faods, and feeding them in the manner 
best calculated to aid digestion and as- 
similation. Well cured clover or alfal- 
fa hay, cul up fine. and fed in combin- 
ation with pulped mangles or sugar 
beets and a lillle meal, should answer 
admirably for the purpose, and should 
greatly reduce the cost of production, 

compared with the common prac 
lice of heavy feeding of grain meals, 
miuch of which fs often worse than was!l- 
el when the animals are knocked «ff 
their balance, and lose ground, instead 
ot gaining in condition and weight. 
It would cost but little to provide a 
load or two of gravel in a covered place, 
fo carry over the coal ashes for this

purpose, or to partially burn, under 
cever of earth, some of the rough wood 
lying around the-yards to produce char- 
conl, to which the pigs could be given 
A mixture of salt and sulphur 
, Os a condiment, kept 
under cover in a low flat box, so the 
pigs can help themselves, may prove 
the savior of life and vigor. These are 
bul hints which may serve a helpful 
purpose in solving the problem of suc 
ssful winter production of bacon to 
mect the good and prices of 
the present At least the suggestions 
offered are open to discussion, which 
is earnestly invited.

It is about thirly yeans since tho Ger- 
mans acquired the vast region now 
known as German East Afvica. ‘They 
had no idea then that any part of the 
colony, which is «nly a little south of 
the equator could ever become the home 
of white settlers, Much to their surprise, 
they have found that about a sixth of the 
country is so rich-in soil and stands so 
high above the sea that while men may 
engage in manual labor there the year 
around, 

Tho regions that invito white coloni- 
zation ave distributed in large and small 
areas among the Usambara Mountains, 
tear the sea; on the vast, high plains 
south and west of Mount Kilimanjaro; 
in the mountains and rich valleys of 
Uheho to the southwest; on the high 
tablelands of Urundi and Ruanda near 
the Congo Free State and in oliier dis- 
{ricts, Already about 2,000 peasants 
from Germany and tie Transvaal have 
Settled there, though it was only last 
year that Germany got ready to admit 
colonists. 

In somo places there are only two or 
three settlers, while in other regions 
there are scores of families. It is still 
an uniamed wilderness and Germany 
holds out no glittering inducements, 

In the circular of the cclonial govern- 
ment last year colonists were told that 
they would be accepted if they were 
well, strong and temperate. They must 
be prepared to endure bravely the pri- 
yaions inseparable from pioneer life, 
There was little prospect of acquiring 
wealth, but the diligent man could make 
a home for himself and his family and 


BECOME INDEPENDENT. 


The great regions of Urundi and 
Ruanda, the most pepulous paris of 
German East Africa, about 300 miles 
from the Indian Ocean, are not yel open 
to settlement, as orderly relations with 
the nalives are not yet fully established. 
These are the only regions adapted for 
white occupancy that are not yet acces- 
sible to colonists 

The Gcvyernment wii! ullimately sell 
tho land, but at present it is leased to 
settlers for a few cents an acre. As soon 
es the seltler has one-tenth of his hold- 
ing under cultivauon or otherwise de- 
voted to useful purposes, he is entitled to 
purchaso twice as much land as he has 
improved at about 10 or 20° cents: an 
acre. 

The Gcvernment requires all settlers 
lo bring at least $500 into the country. 
They must paddle their own canoe in a 
financial way. 


- It is a Jiltle’ different, however, with} jh» Administration when, the lease ex- 


tha German Poles, who*are as yet the 
chief German immigrants. For each 
family a liltle cabin and two outhouses 
ae constructed, a few cattle and some 
farming implements are provided and 
the Government is reimbursed in small 
regular payments. 

All the ‘settlers live in small cabins 
huilt of wcod, stone or tiles. Many of 
them give most attention to the raising 
of cattle, sheep and goats, and produce 
only sufficient crops to feed their fam- 
ilfes. ‘ 

The Germans have been greatly sur- 
prised to find how large a variety of 
European farm crops can be grown on 
these wide-spreading lands from 4,000 
to 7,000 feet above the sea. Some setl- 
tlers are actually raising wheat as fine 
as any land produces. 

Wheat is destined to be a great crop, 
800 miles inland, in the region of Cen- 
{tral African lakes. The first crop sown 
0 1 the second ploughing of the land 
yielded about forty bushels to the acre, 
the only trouble being that

European vegetables grow finely, 
small fruits do well and cotton and to- 
bacco are an assured success, Millions 
of coffee trees have been planted, to- 
bacco and sugar cano thrive and sisal 
hemp, introduced from Yucatan on the 
Government experimental farms several 
years ago, is already an important ex- 
port. 

The cry now is that the dockago facili- 
ties at Tanga, to which port most of the 
exports are sent, must be enlarged at 
once or shipments will be embarrassed. 
Already freight cars are likely to sland 
unloaded for several days as storage 
rom is not adequate, 

It is a surprising fact that last year 
thé three German ports on this great in- 
lund sea shipped 4,059 tons of the pro- 
ducts of that part of German East Africa 
te Europe. The freight was carried on 
British lake steamers to the Uganda 
railroad, on which it was hauled to 
Mombasa and loaded on Hamburg and 
Bremen steamships. The largest items 
were peanuts, oclton, rice, rubber, wax, 
coffee, building woods, hides and skins. 

Mr. Siedentopf is the only colonist who 
has yet entered the country with suMi- 
cient capital to begin work on a large 
scale. Ho pkked out his land, all of 
which lies about 7,000 feet above the sea, 
and before he had been in the colony 
threo months he purchased 2,000 head of 
native caltle and intends to increase his 
herd to 5,000.

Healey Falls Construction. 


A LARGE AMOUNT OF WORK ALREADY |! 


DONK, AN ELECTRIC RAILWAY 
PROMISED.<-NEW YORK CAPI- 
TALIBTS ASSISTING MI, 


CULVERWELL, 


Construction operations of the 
Northumberland-Durham Power Co. 
at Healey Falls and Rapids, which 
commenced a few days ago, are rapid- 
ly adyancing. ‘l'wenty men and four 
teams are already working, and 1 con- 
struction building, blacksmith shop, 
stationary forge and dynamite hut 
have been erected, Halt a mile of 
road has been made, and ploughing, 
scraping and blasting is being done on 
the power development under the dir- 
ection of the Company's civil engineer 
assisted by Managing-Director Calver- 
well, 

The Company is now constructing 
two different power developments, one 
being adam atthe foot of the lower 
rapids to flood the water back on the 
top and several chains above the big 
falls, this being done to hold the On- 
tario Government lease, This will be 
completed if the Dominion Govern- 
ment do not settle with the Company 


as to their portion of the upper rapids 
which intervenes the Ontario Govern- 
ment lease portion and portions of the 
upper rapids owned by the Company. 
he other, where work is going on 
also, which the Company hopes they 
will be allowed to finish, is a four 
thousand foot headrace to extend trom 
above the bridge along the high table 
land (on the south-west side) toa point 
nearly opposite the foot of the rapids, 
and from that point the water will be 
carried down the hill to the power 
house by two twelve-foot pipe lines. 

This headrace, which would give a 
total head or fall of seventy-three feet, 
of course cannot be completed uatil 
the Dominion Goyernment settle with 
the Company as to their interyening 
potrion of the upper rapids which will 

« of no use to anyone except the 
Company. This power (with reservoir 
above) would give fourteen thousand 
horsepower during working hours of 
day in dry season, which the Company 
wish to snpply to the whole of South 
Midland Ontario. The twenty direct- 
ors ive composed of the leading manu- 
facturers and business men of that dis- 
trict, and the Company's applications 
are officially endorsed by eighteen 
councils, 

The Company has waited two years 
for canal suryey to be finished and are 
disappointed that all the rest of Trent 
River surveys were completed first 
and contracts let and work started. 
Who are the greedy political obstruct- 
ors? The new Minister of Railways 
and Canals, it is to be hoped, (and we 
feel he will) give them short shrift, and 
thus enable the district to have cheap 
light and power. 

The Company offer the Government 
lands for locks and canal cuttings, and 
also water for lockage ; and the Com- 
pany’s epgineers report that the head- 
race power development will not inter- 
fere with proper canal operations, 

New York capitalists visited Healey 
Falls recently with Managing Direc- 
tor Culverwell, who states they are 
satisfied with the project. ‘Their en- 
gineer returns to Healey Falls the be- 
ginning of next week, to collaborate 
with the Company’s engineer as to de- 
tails of construction, He will also 
drive oyer the projected electric rail- 
way to connect the C.P.R. at Have- 
lock with Campbellford, Warkworth 
and Cobourg, and Port Hope, with 
branches,—one of which will connect 
Hastings with Brighton, making a 
junction at Warkworth. 

Mr. Culverwell and his associates 
will apply for this charter at this ses- 
sion of the Local Legislature.—Camp- 
bellford Herald.
